For failure to register, a German alien female, in addition to all other 


penalties prescribed by law. Is liable to restraint. Imprisonment and deten- 
tion for the duration of the war, or to give security, or to removal and de- 
parture from the United States. An alien female required to register who 
shall, after the date fixed for issuance to her of a registration card, be found 
without having her registration card on her person Is liable to penalties. 


Any American woman who married a German or other foreigner takes 


nationality of her husband and must register. The martial relation Is term- 
inated only by death or absolute divorce. The wife of a citizen or subject of 
Germany who has not acquired naturalization in the United States and their 
foreign-born female children of fourteen years and upward now within the 
United States are German alien females and required to register, except 
those foreign-born children as have separately acquired naturalization or 
prior to April 6.1917, have married American citizens. The marriage of a 
German alien wldcw to an American citizen prior to April 6,1917, naturaliz- ' 
es as American citizens herself and such of her foreign-born minor children 
as were dwelling in the United States at the time of such marriage or who 
became permanently residents of the United States before reaching their 
majority. 


In addition to filling out three registration affidavits, the alien female Is 


required to furnish three photographs, three inches by three inches, of her- 
self, and have prints of each thumb and finger, together with the plain im- 
pression of the four fingers of both hands taken simultaneously.
